DDT will likely serve as the most 
effective weapon yet devised to con­ 
trol livestock flies, A five per cent 
solution, preferably made by (11*- 
Aolvlng wettable powder In water, 
prayed on walls, ceilings and othet 
surface where files congregate causes 
wholesale death to the pests In one 
to three hours after they walk on 
the residue. 
In com batting both livestock and 
house flies where the spray is ap ­ 
plied on unpainted wood surfaces It 
Is perhaps better to employ a water- j 
soluble coating th an one with an oil 
base. Oil sprays soak into the wood 
too quickly and thereby take at ; 
least, a part of the poison with them 
It seems certain th a t sodium fluor­ 
ide w ill continue to out-rank DDT

Shade tree owners may find a wel­ 
come and long-waited aid In this 
new insect lcide, especially for com - 
hatting locust lent miners, canker­ 
worms, gypsy moths, .sawflies, elm 
leaf beetles, catalpa sphinx moths, 
bagworms and several other defoliat­ 
ing pests. DDT is not Injurious to

Growing Paper-W hite Narcissi 
P aper-w'hite narcissi arc the pale 
yellowish to white bulimus flowers 
seen during winter m onths in flor­ 
ists' windows, the bulbs partly sub­ 
merged in water and supported by 
pebbles. They are extremely easy to 
grow, 
are 
hardy 
under ordinary 
living room conditions and make 
excellent ornam entals for indoors 
when 
most 
flowering 
plants 
are 
scarce Their fragrance as well as 
their beauty lends them to num er­ 
ous roles among house plants 
Two facts about the culture of 
paper-w hite narcissus bulbs .should 
t>e emphasized for the benefit of be­ 
ginners—First, the bulbs will not 
grow in soil; they require wetter as 
a growing medium; second, pebbles 
are needed solely to support the 
bulbs. .Size of the pebbles Is alae an 
im portant factor, for they m ust be 
large enough to perm it the roots to 
wind down among them and thereby 


anchor the tall plants. 
Paper-white narcissus bulbs re­ 
quire a longer period to reach bloom 
tage in late fall and early whiter 
than they do in late winter. For ex­ 
ample, they should be potted ap- 
provlmately 45 to 50 days before the 
dute of blooming during early winter, 
while In February and M arch they 
Come into flower w ithin 25 to 28 
days 
after 
potting. 
However, 
In 
either case growth can be retarded 
or hastened somewhat by lowering 
or raising the room 
tem perature 
where they are kept during the pre- 
bloom stage. 
Bulbs are likely to be more plenti­ 
ful this year than they have been 
since the outbreak of the war About 
six bulbs to a 6-inch shallow bowl 
or dish is the advised rate of pot­ 
ting A round or oval glass dish may 
be employed. 
First among preparations is the 
m atter of obtaining clean, fairly 
large pebbles P lace these in the con­ 
tainer to a depth of at least two or 
three inches Bet the bulbs upright 
and 
surround 
them 
with 
more 
pebbles so the 
urface level of the 
pebbles 
rises 
slightly 
above 
the 
shoulders of the bulbs. Here it I* 
im portant 
to 
observe 
th a t 
the 
pebbles not only serve to support the 
bulbs upright but also to hold them 
down after roots begin to multiply 
and there Is a tendency for the 
' bulbs to be forced upward. Then fill 


the container with wa lei up to the 
level of the pebbles, which ftermits 
the bulb tips to extend safely alxn-e 
the water. 
Ordinarily 
well, 
spring or city 
water may be used, although m any 
successful growers recommend rain 
water. 
The bowl should be placed at once 
in a medium light room where the 
tem perature 
rem ains 
fairly 
con­ 
stant around 50 to 60 degrees until 
top growth is well started. Then 
both light and tem perature should 
be Increased, quite rapidly lf haste 
Is desired, slower if there is no need 
for rushing blooms. By the time 
growth is sufficient to expect the 
first 
flower 
buds, 
the 
container 
should be moved to a sunny room 
where the tem perature ranges be­ 
tween 65 and 72 degree*. 
Unlike other Dutch bulbs, pajwr- 
white narcissi do not require a long 
period of dark storage to promote 
root development before top growth 
can be forced For this reason grow­ 
ers may pot a few bulbs every two 
or three weeks and thereby enjoy 
a long succession of fragrant blooms
